General Manager E. E. Irwin, of the Illi- 
nois State Fair may well be proud of the 
Eighty-Eighth Exposition, held at Spring- 
field, August 17th to 25th, 1940. The 
weather was ideal, cool and clear, making it 
delightful for humans and 
most comfortable for the 
live stock. Vast crowds 
thronged the grounds the 
week through. The Aber- 
deen-Angus show was 
above par, with total en- 
tries somewhat above 
those of last year. A dozen 
{ull herds were augmented 
by entries from the Junior 
division as well as by some 
short herds shown’ by 
breeders who do not make 
the extensive show circuits 
of the country. All in all 
it was a great week for 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
and their owners.

They Do It In 
Canada Too 


Mr. Fred E. Foster, of Lena, Manitoba, 
furnishes information concerning a _ ship- 
ment of fat cattle that went to market from 
his father’s farm on Wednesday, August 
14th, the shipment going to Winnipeg. The 
Winnipeg Free Press comments: “On Wed- 
nesday’s market there was an exceptionally 
good load of cattle, fed by Andy Foster, of 
Lena, Manitoba, which changed hands with- 
in the higher price brackets—this consign- 
ment topping the market for quality ma- 
terial. A small sprinkling of fed steers, av- 
eraging over 1100 pounds, out of the above 
shipment crossed the scales at $9.50 while 
some very desirable yearlings were entitled 
to earn up to the $10.00 mark.” 

The 1135 pound steers topped the market 
at $9.50; the 935 pound steers topped the 
market at $9.50, just two dollars per hundred 
above the next high lot. The 770 pound fed 
yearlings brought $10.00 per hundred while 
the next high in this section brought but 
$9.00. These are margins that make the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus business more profitable. In 
the shipment was one Holstein-Aberdeen- 
Angus cross cow that sold at $5.50, while a 
Hereford cow in the same shipment brought 
$4.50 per hundred according to Mr. Foster, 
who further writes: 

“These cattle were ail frorn our outstand- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus herd bull Northlane 
Bardwood 2d, bred by Harry Leader at Port- 
age la Prairie. We purchased this year from 
the same firm a young bull to mate with 
the heifers from this old bull. The new bull 
is from Eileenmere 153d, the bull the Lead- 
ers purchased at the Chicago International, 
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bred by J. Garrett Tolan, of Illinois, and a 
full brother to Tolan’s famous cow, Black- 
cap Tolan 35th, the three times Internation- 
al grand champion. ‘ihe grandam of our 
bull is Biackbird of Page 7th, sired by Glen- 
carnock Revolution 6th, famous as being 
the sire of Blackbird Bandolier of Page the 
bull that brought such prominence to the 
Edwards Brothers herd at Watford, On- 
tario. 

“Might also say that a young bull from 
our herd topped the Aberdeen-Angus bull 
sale at Brandon last spring, while at the 
same show our pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
steer was reserve grand champion of 
the show. So this year our herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus has given a very good account 
of itself, especially in the Business End of 
Our Aberdeen-Angus Business—the pro- 
duction of beef.” 


Another © 
Real Record 


This one is fresh, it was made at the Iowa 
State Fair grounds on Saturday, August 
24th. And here is the story. It has to do 
with percentages in the matter of top win- 
nings in mixed or inter-breed competition, 
where individual cattle of at least two 
breeds must be incorporated in the group of 
five head of Baby Beef Steers shown as a 
county group from any one county in the 
state of Iowa. In this section there were 
shown thirty-one groups, or one hundred 
ten head, of which forty-five were Aber- 
deen-Angus, forty-nine were Herefords, and 
sixteen were Shorthorns. Thus fifty-nine 
percent of the entire showing consisted of 
Herefords and Shorthorns. When the plac- 
ings had been made the first ten groups 
contained thirty head of Aberdeen-Angus 
calves and twenty head of Herefords and 
Shorthorns. In other words sixty percent 
of the winners in the top ten groups were 
Aberdeen-Angus, a mighty sweet shift from 
the original position of the breed in the en- 
tire showing as to numbers. 

Those interested in knowing whether the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed can meet competi- 
tion in the fat show ring will be interested 
also to know that eighty percent of the first 
prize group were Aberdeen-Angus; the 
same is true with the first two placings, of 
ten head. The first five groups contained 
twenty-five head of fat calves, of this num- 
ber sixteen were Aberdeen-Angus, the per- 
centage of calves in the first five places be- 
ing sixty-four as compared with thirty-six 
other breed respresentatives.

the crowd assembles on Thursday, 
Ph 10th, and Colonel Roy Johnston, of 
Belton, Missouri, starts calling for bids, 
those attending the Annual Mercer County 
Fall Sale will see more cows with calves at 
side and rebred to one or another of Mercer 
County’s good herd bulls, than at any 1940 
sale at which we have been present. Forty 
cows Will sell with calves at side, and in the 
group will be cows for everybody. In fact, 
after seeing the consignment or rather a 
few of the consignments, we think the sale 
should be called “Everybody’s Sale”, for as 
is the case with all Mercer County sales, 
there will be cattle offered for all classes of 
buyers. Thirty head of bred heifers and fif- 
teen open daughters of good bulls complete 
the female lineup and only ten bulls are be- 
ing listed. The ninety odd head will be con- 
signed from eighteen of the better Aber- 
deenshire of America’s herds. 

My first stop was at Manager Hugh Mc- 
Whorter’s and from the Greenview herd will 
come nine head, including two bulls and 
seven females. The bulls are both by Bur- 
gess Aristocrat, and one is a Cridlan Ever- 
green and the other a Juana Erica. Three 
good young cows with calves at side include 
Elbadina 79th of Greenview by Eminence of 
St. Albans and out of a daughter of Eileen- 
mere 32d. She is one of Greenview’s tops 
and will have a calf sired by Erian B. 3d, 
the son of Envious Blackcap B. 6th that a 
few of Mercer County’s breeders clubbed 
together and purchased at the 1939 Tudor- 
Brown sale. A few of this bull’s calves have 
arrived and indications are that he will be 
a satisfactory herd sire. Eleva 2d of Green- 
view, also a Glencarnock Elba will have a 
calf by Burgess Deluxe, one of the real good 
sons of Revolution 11th, in service in the 
McWhorter and Carroll herds. Two year- 
ling heifers are selling bred to Prince Evi- 
dent of Sunbeam, he by Black Prince of 
Sunbeam and out of twenty-three year old 
Evince, she a daughter of Earl Marshall. 
If this calf matures into the kind of a bull 
that one of this old cow’s sons, Evidence of 
Strathmore in service at Krotz Stock Farm, 
has and he shoud, the quartette that bought 
him at Fullerton’s sale last June will have 
scored another extra base hit.

ution. 


J. E. Brown & Sons will sell seven head, 
two young bulls sired by Elbyron and five 
open heifers. One will be a first prize 4-H 
heifer that won the honor at the 1940 IIli- 
nols state fair a week or two past. Two 
are Blue Ribbon Blackbirds, one Ballindal- 
loch Blackbird and a Lantz Blackeap. I 
don’t know, but what this consignment is 
the best I have seen the Browns offer at a 
Mercer County sale. I particularly liked 
one of the five heifers, a trim package with 
a beautiful head. 


G. A. Morgan was next and the Mercer 
County sale records will prove that from 
this herd always come some of the tops of 
the annual spring and fall sales. Mr. Mor- 
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gan sells a Pride bull, a son of Pat Jr., the 
top bull in the 1939 fall sale, whose dam is 
Pride of Maisemore 21st, she a granddaugh- 
ter of Blackcap Revolution and the Import- 
ed cow, Pride of Maisemore 19th. This may 
be the equal of any of the bulls offered. 
We liked him and believe that he will have 
quite a few admirers at Aledo on October 
10th. Two good cows will sell with calves 
at side sired by Prizemere’s Pride. Five 
heifers, all bred, and two open heifers will 
complete Mr. Morgan’s consignment. Of 
the bred heifers, we saw, three will sell in 
calf to Effileenmere, the young son of 
Eileenmere 85th and Blackcap Effie. Two 
are bred to Prince Evident of Sunbeam, 
since Mr. Morgan was one of the “bull buy- 
ing corporation” that attended the Sunbeam 
Farm’s sale on June 4th. A Georgina heif- 
er, one of the same type as her sisters who 
have been either at the top or very close 
to that position in past sales will be offered 
by Mr. Morgan. She is Georgina of Pope 
4th and we are sure she will not lack for 
bids, for she looked ready to enter the sale 
ring now and still has a month and more to 
get ready. Does Mr. Morgan get them 
ready? If all consignors took as much time 
and care with their offerings, there would 
be many more cattle more easily sold at 
better prices. 

On an adjoining farm is Mr. Farr Car- 
roll and his herd of Blacks. Mr. Carroll 
features cows with calves at side, five of 
them, two of which are Blackcaps and three 
Blackbirds and all will have calves by Bur- 
gess Deluxe or Erian B. 3d. It was at Farr 
Carroll’s that we saw Burgess Deluxe, and 
calves by him should be good, for here is 
one of the top bulls in the famed county. 
Burgess Deluxe has a lot of quality, a grand 
front and an impressive rear end. In fact, 
we think he is quite a bull. He may not 
be so long in Mercer County, as we under- 
stand there are those who seek a herd sire 
that have this bull in mind. These five cows 
will also be rebred and likely most of them 
to Burgess Deluxe. Farr Carroll also sells 
two bred heifers. The first, a Miss Burgess 
granddaughter of Mulben Portfolio will sell 
bred to Black Burgess of Sunbeam, he a son 
of Black Prince of Sunbeam and the second 
a Glencarnock Elba daughter of Burgess 
42d, he, the sire of the 1939 International 
grand champion 4-H club steer, showed by 
the younger Mr. Carroll. This heifer will 
sell bred to Prince Evident of Sunbeam, 
about whom we have already made some 
good comment. 

From Mr. R. E. Bloomer’s herd will come 
one bred cow, she being a granddaughter of 
Imported Evergreen 44th and also a grand- 
daughter of both Eileenmere 15th and Bo- 
vinea. She is a Cridlan Evergreen and they 
have proven to be one of the county’s best 
strains.

C. R. Gates & Son, of Joy, are consigning 
three of their best 1939 heifers, all bred to 
Riverview Burgess. These are three that 
we saw a year ago and which had been re- 
served for their own herd. But Mr. Mc- 
Whorter insisted that they be included in 
this fall’s sale and we suggest having a look 
at them. 

Prof. Gleize offers a bull by Model of St. 
Albans out of the dam of the Gleize herd 
sire, Eric of Mercer. We didn’t see this calf 
but McWhorter recommends him. Better 
see the foot note in the Mercer County cat- 
alog. We might add that you better write 
at once for a copy if you have not already 
received one. 

Mr. Paul Graham is selling six bred heif- 
ers. One is a full sister to the top selling 
heifer in the 1939 sale and is by Baringo of 
Woodcote and sells bred to Bar Marshall 
2d of Strathmore, he by Revolution 100th. 
Another is a McHenry Blackcap whose dam 
is by Earl Marshall. All of these are sired 
by Baringo of Woodcote and four sell bred 
to an Elba son of Burgess 29th, whose rec- 
ord as a sire in Mercer County has been of 
the best.

lowest set bulls Ames has lead out in some 
time. His runner-up was found in Sir Elba 
Katiff 570416, shown by Scripps Wildwood 
Farms, of Orion, Michigan. Fifteen sum- 
mer yearling bulls paraded, and the class 
was well filled with good ones of the right 
kind. Stanley Pierce of Creston, Illinois, 
headed this class with El Captain 5th 595- 
372, and again the Wildwood Farms herd 
Placed second. This time with Kedar Ban-

Such was the case the other evening 
when our telephone rang and Manager Sam 
O’Sullivan’s voice wanted to know when we 
were coming to Highlands, and that he had 
something he wanted me to see. Just why, 
I answered “Did you buy a 
new bull?” I do not know. To 
my question he answered yes, 
and that he wanted me to have 
a look at him. I told him I 
would be out to Highlands at 
Round Hill and see what he 
had selected, and did. If I had 
not been most favorably im- 
pressed, no mention of it 
would be in this issue, written 
by me. 

However, Mr. Fox the owner 
of Highlands and Manager 
O’Sullivan recently made a 
trip west, more as a visit than 
to purchase cattle. Like many 
of us who go window shop- 
ping, we see, like and eventu- 
ally buy, so is the case with 
Highlands owner and mana- 
ger, for having seen General 
Blackcap of Lonjac, he recog- 
nized a grand bull, and knew 
that he could well be used at 
Highlands and tried to buy 
him. I have seen many a good 
bull sell this year, and few if 
any that I like better than this 
same General Blackcap of 
Lonjac. Apparently that was 
the impression of both Messrs. 
O’Sullivan and Fox, for they were sucessful 
in getting Mr. Joe Hooten, Lonjac manager, 
to price the bull. I neither know nor care 
about the price paid. Enough to state that 
Manager Hooten knows good bulls, the 
scarcity of them and the worth of them and 
likely priced this bull accordingly. That in 
which we are interested, and that which was 
most impressive to us, is that Mr. Fox in 


conversation stated that this was the one 
bull he especially wanted to see in service 
at Highlands. Mr. Fox is not an old time 
breeder, claims to know little or nothing 
about Aberdeen-Angus, but his judgment of 
this bull appeals to us and is the factor that 
will make Highlands a great herd. For 
when a manager and an owner are in full

A nice quarter, grand spread of 
rib, legs that were short enough to appeal, 
and straight enough, and that quality of

Workman had no_ outstanding 
ts to his credit other than his 
onduct of the Congdon ered 
’ dispersion sale in the summer of 1938, 
~~ rated as one of our best known 
herdsmen. But, of course, his right to recog- 
tion as such does not rest there. Previous 
that, this young genius at mating, fitting 
sh showing had been steadily climbing to 
vs enviable place in his profession. I came 
to know Kale very well as 
he served with me in the 
operation of the Congdon & 
Battles herd during the last 
few years of its existence, 
and the longer he was asso- 
ciated with me, the stronger 
convinced was I of his out- 
standing personal qualities, 
his ability as an organizer, 
and his peculiar talent in 
being able to pick as calves, 
animals which subsequent- 
ly developed into National 
and International winners. 
During our years of close 
contact, I learned much of 
this young herdsman’s 
background, his ideas, and 
his philosophy, and I bene- 
fitted as a result. Kale 
Workman is the kind of a 
boy who gets his greatest 
satisfaction out of doing 
something well. Quite re- 
cently I asked him, who has 
fitted and showed more In- 
ternational grand champion 
bulls than any other herdsman, what he re- 
called as his greatest thrill. Without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation he replied, “The biggest 
thrill I have ever experienced was when, 
after six days on the road covering 2,300 
miles through numerous changes in climate 
and altitude, we landed twenty car loads of 
the Congdon & Battles dispersion sale cattle 
in Iowa and arrived with five head more 
than we had when we left Washington.” 
Continuing he said, “Say, I certainly slept 
well that night.” 


If by chance any who read these lines saw 
these cattle pass through the auction ring 
a week later, I am sure you will agree that 
the job of preparing them for this historic 
event had been well done, the credit for 
which was due Kale Workman and his as- 
sistants, chief of whom was Arnoldo Meis- 
geier. Pursuing the subject of “thrills” 
I asked Kale what had been his reactions 
to having grand championship ribbons pre- 
sented to him in the International show ring 
at Chicago, and this ultra modest young 
man answered, “Just that tired, comfortable 
feeling that comes with a job well done. 
The thing that makes me feel best at a time 
like that is when the fellow I have defeated 
congratulates me, knowing that it comes 
from the bottom of his heart.” 


I think I can best give my readers a 
glimpse into the background of this man 
who has accomplished so much for his years 
in a work which he loves, by repeating bits 
of his early environment and subsequent 
activities which I learned from him from 
time to time during the years he worked 
with me. In my opinion these revelation; 
throw much light on his later outstanding 
Successes in the show ring and in preparing 
and presenting animals for public auction. 
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KALE WORKMAN, Herdsman. 


I know that anyone who has had experience 
in conducting public sales will appreciate 
the difficulties of holding just an average 
auction. But when one considers the magni- 
tude of the task of preparing several hun- 
dred animals with a transportation problem 
of nearly 2,500 miles besides, with the re- 
sult that all sale records were broken, he 
will give Kale a unanimous vote as Ameri- 
ca’s number one presentday herdsman. (He 
is now actively engaged in 
the development of the 
Guttridge Estate herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus in Ore- 
gon.) 

His first recollection of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle was 
when he was four years old 
and his father, Johnson 
Workman, the well known 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder of 
Kansas, brought a new born 
calf into the farm home 
kitchen on a cold winter 
night to be dried and 
warmed by the fire. At that 
tender age, Kale remember- 
ed the pleasant feeling of 
caressing this little black 
baby. In those days John- 
son Workman was selling 
many Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
to the big commercial oper- 
ators of the Southwest, and 
Kale remembers listening to 
the practical cow talk of 
these men as they sat by 
his father’s fireside in the 
evenings and discussed the problems of 
their breeding operations, and from their 
experiences he learned much real cattle 
sense. When he was only eight years old, 
he was riding his father’s range and was 
learning to tell one Aberdeen-Angus cow 
from another by looking at them. He was 
a little too early for the 4-H clubs, but he 
was a member of one of the Senator Capper 
clubs, and during his membership he fitted 
and showed a heifer which won the state 
trophy. 

In 1926 that veteran herdsman George 
Porteous took him on the show circuit as a 
helper with the Sunbeam Farms herd of 
Judge S. C. Fullerton. Most outstanding in 
Kale’s memory of this exciting experience 
was the show at the World’s Fair at Phila- 
delphia. Of this show Kale told me, “I shall 
never forget the great cattle I saw there, 
Playman of Sunbeam, Prizemere 32d, Pride 
of Rosemere 67th, Escort Marshall and 
others.” In fact, said he, “I thought so 
much about them during the following 
months that I made up my mind to make 
breeding and showing my career.” 

During those years when his father was 
showing feeder cattle at the Royal and win- 
ning with them too, young Kale was assist- 
ing him and learning more all the time 
about proper type and conformation in beef 
cattle. He worked with Tolan’s fat car 
loads, also. He was with them the year 
they showed eighteen loads at Chicago, one 
of which was the grand champion load of 
the show. 


In a recent article I commented on the un- 
canny ability of some people to learn and 
remember the individuality of every animal 
that comes under their direct observation, 
and pointed to Garrett Tolan as one such

amongst several others I have known. Kale 
bears me out in this when he says that Mr. 
Tolan knew every steer of those eighteen 
car loads individually and could recite the 
breeding of each. Kale has told me that he 
learned much of the cattle business while 
with the Tolans. “Garrett,” he said, “gave 
me such good word pictures of such famous 
bulls as Oakville Quiet Lad and Erwin C. 
that I could just seem to see them in natural 
life. I learned a lot about pedigrees from 
Mr. Tolan also.” 

When it is known that Kale fitted and 
showed his first champion animal at Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, in 1931, and since that time 
with two years off the show circuit, he has 
won two bull grand championships, fourteen 
firsts, eleven seconds, and seventeen thirds 
in the breeding classes at the Chicago Inter- 
national, it will be conceded that he has 
gone a long way in a short time. Without 
question, his record entitles him to a place 
in our “Gallery of Fame.” And so let us 
add his portrait to those of John Brown, 
Alex McDonald, George Edwards, and Ar- 
thur McArthur, his predecessors for this 
honor. 0

and conformation and quality, that top Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls have.

It 
will be a pleasure to see the calves sired by 
this bull at Highlands and we hope to have 
that pleasure in a few months.

Uses Top Bred Bulls. 

Mr. H. B. Pyeatt, whose place is some 
ten miles east of Tulia, Texas, has had a 
small herd of commercial Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle for several years and likes them bet- 
ter every day. A part of his foundation 
herd was composed of pure bred but un- 
registered females. Mr. Pyeatt tells the 
Journal ihat his first pure bred bull came 
from Illinois. However, he did not ask for 
the papers and so continued to increase his 
high grade herd. The second bull was Black 
Barvan 507653, a son of Barvan 2d 469140 
who was sired by Black Gold Marshall, all 
of E. E. Blandford breeding, Covington, 
Oklahoma. This bull was a son of Black- 
bird 36th of Grassland 469353 and she was 
sired by Black Gold Marshall who was a 
son of the International grand champion 
Prince Marshall. Making this sire line- 
bred to Prince Marshall. The daughters of 
this richly bred bull were retained and they 
are now being mated with Black Barb 2d 
of Sunbeam 569486 who is sired by the 
Fullerton bred bull, Black Prince 3d of 
Sunbeam, who is a son of the International 
grand champion Black Peer of St. Albans; 
and his dam is the good Fullerton bred cow 
Barbara Sunbeam 2d. Mr, Pyeatt is cited 
here because the Journal wants its readers 
to know how particular our commercial 
breeders are to get good, well bred herd 
bulls. Many of our pure bred breeders 
would do well to emulate this practice more 
rigidly.

Ohio has bloomed into Aberdeen-Angus 
prominence almost over night, as it were, 
the number of exhibitors from that state at 
the Ohio State Fair at Columbus, August 
24th to 30th, denotes a spectacular rise in 
improved beef cattle breeding in Ohio, 
especially as it has to do with the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed, which not only drew, but 
held, one of the most interested audiences 
during the judging which was done by EI- 
liott Brown, of Rose Hill, Iowa, widely 
known as the successful 4-H club boy who 
has bloomed into a fully mature cattle man 
devoting his entire time and energy to the 
development of a great herd of breeding 
cattle. Six states supplied the cattle that 
were paraded on this occasion, displaying 
the largest Aberdeen-Angus showing of the 
year, among them many of the best known 
individuals of the breed. 

The Ohio State University stepped for- 
ward with a two year old bull that not only 
made the top in his class but went along to 
the senior and grand championship honors, 
defeating thus a great string of contempor- 
aries. According to the judgment of Judge 
Brown this bull Elite had what it takes to 
do the job. He was sired by Eileenmere 
158th 503151 who served well in the J. 8S. 
Caldwell & Son herd, at Chillicothe, where 
Elite was dropped, and is now chief stock 
bull at the head of the Eastways Farms 
herd at Springfield, Ohio, owned by Mr. E. 
E. Greiner, and managed by Mr. M. W. 
George. Needless to say this winning made 
a lot of Ohio folks happy and pleased with 
their Aberdeen-Angus holdings. J. Garrett 
Tolan, of Pleasant Plains, Illinois, had won 
the aged bull class with Eileenmere 191st; 
Hardwick Farms, Cleveland, Tennessee, had 
won the senior yearling bull class with their 
outstanding bull Hardwickmere 6th 546777. 

W. E. Scripps Wildwood Farms entry, Sir 
Elba Katif 570416, a son of the recently im- 
ported bull El Katif, was made first prize 
bull in the junior yearling class, and the 
same firm showed another son of the im- 
ported bull, this time Kedar Bandolier 570- 
422, for the top place in the summer year- 
ling section where eleven outstanding calves 
tried for this honor. The bull calf class 
showing close to twenty entries, and among 
them many real outstanding prospects, fell 
to J. Garret Tolan’s calf, Revolution H. 13th 
591939, who went through to the junior 
championship. French Broad Farms, Dand- 
ridge, Tennessee, tried hard for this posi- 
tion, slipping in between the two Tolan en- 
tries for second place in class. 


The cow show certainly made more 
friends for the breed. While the bull show 
had been strong, and in fact proved a breed 
builder, the cow show when of such cali- 
bre as was presented at Columbus, could not 
help but reach the hearts of many more at 
the ringside for there is something about 
these lovely matrons as they parade that 
appeals to any lover of live stock. Their 
majestic swing, their sleek black coats, well 
filled hides, keen eyes and alertness coupled 
with that degree of docility that never faiis 
to attract just can not be overcome with a 
ringside audience. 

Cold Saturday, Finksburg, Maryland, 
made themselves felt in this strong company 
when they led the aged cow Anoka Barbara 
2d 519562 to the head of a genuinely won- 
derful set of cows; and again led out for 
first place in the summer yearling division. 
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This time showing Erianna B. 7th 566888, 
for the blue. It was Tolan however who 
proved the stronger in the cow show for it 
was his great two year old heifer Ballin- 
dalloch Blackbird T. 2d 542271, who topped 
that class and was later made senior and 
grand champion female of the show. Wild- 
wood Farms had presented their senior 
yearling heifer, Blackcap Elva 2d 555238, 
for the blue in that very strong class, where 
she defeated Cold Saturday’s entry, Reve- 
mere’s Pride 8th for first place. 

Next came the juniors, a wonderful string 
of beautifully turned young things that will 
be carrying the banner in the years to come. 
Erianna B. 7th had defeated the Bethel 
heifer Bethel Katinka in class but she was 
not strong enough to put aside the Pierce 
heifer, Blackcap Effie R. 4th, who had won 
her class against the Hardwick heifer 
Blackcap T. Hardwick, when it came to the 
junior finals where the Pierce heifer car- 
ried the purple and later stood alongside 
the grand champion female in the grand 
finals. Ames Plantation had defeated the 
Ohio University’s heifer calf, Ohio’s En- 
chantress Lady 2d, in one of the strongest 
sets of baby heifers seen this year. The 
Ames heifer A. P. Phidele 587480 failed al- 
so to displace the Pierce heifer for junior 
championship. 

There was a futurity show of summer 
yearling bulls and heifers and bull and heif- 
er calves that really was something nice and 
a bit out of the ordinary. A show that 
found great interest at the ringside and 
brought out an excellent showing of young 
things that will be the bulls and the cows 
of tomorrow. 

We were unable to procure the report on 
the junior feeding show in time for this is- 
sue, but we did get the open steer classes 
which were judged by James _ Ironside, 
herdsman of Briarcliff Farms, Pine Plains, 
New York. J. B. Herd & Sons, of East Lib- 
erty, Ohio, won the junior yearling class with 
Herd’s Black Knight; the Ohio University 
won the summer yearling class with Ohio’s 
Climax and the calf class with Ohio’s 
Shorty. Ohio’s Climax was made breed 
champion in the open classes and also was 
handed the grand champion purple rosette 
in the finals when competing with all breeds 
for that honor. Ohio also won the group of 
three steers. 

Aberdeen-Angus also won the grand 
champion car load and were sold at $20.00 
per hundred weight.

The Maryland Aberdeen-Angus Show at 
Timonium this year was no local affair. 
There were many Maryland breeders ex- 
hibiting, but they had out-of-state competi- 
tion, in fact from four states, the farthest 
being Illinois and represented by Illinois’ 
great herd, that of J. Garrett Tolan. Ohio 
was represented by G. H. June and New 
York state by Bethel Farm and Virginia by 
Broadview. Add to that number more than 
a dozen Maryland herds, and you are likely 
to have just what we saw, a great show. 
The tops in all the classes were exception- 
ally good and many of these will be seen at 
more than one major show this season. We 
have always considered Maryland a “coming 
show” and now we feel that it has arrived. 
For when classes bring out six, eight, ten 
or twelve entries and the top ones include 
International junior champions, first prize 
winners and many runners-up, the quality is 
such that the show is tops. 

A word about the judge, Mr. John W. Van 
Natta, of Lafayette, Indiana. We should 
say a word for the judge, for he settled on 
his type early and stayed with it, through 
the individual classes and through the 
championships and carried on through the 
groups. We think a grand job was done, 
and no adverse comment was picked up by 
our ears. 

J. Garrett Tolan showed his three year 
old Eileenmere 191st, and to win had mere- 
ly to lead him out as no other three year old 
bull was exhibited. Two year olds, always 
a strong class, found five entries, but none 
with the where-with-all to defeat Cremona 
Farm’s Glencarnock Eric of Cremona. He 
had too much thickness, and too much depth 
for the other two year olds. One little bull, 
standing last, was Blakeford Sovereign and 
he lacked age, but was a real prospect. Eric 
of Broadview was second, Eileenmere 257th 
was third. 

Senior yearlings, nine of them, were 
headed by Epic of Broadview with Eppon- 
ian 12th of Rosemere in second and Bethel 
Burgess N. and Bandolier of Anoka 12th in 
third and fourth positions. This was an 
exceptionally strong class. 

Junior yearlings, numbering eight were 
headed by Eileenmere 303d with General of 
Cremona in second place and Epponian 3d 
of Broadview in third, and Eventuation of 
Amandale in fourth. That’s four rather 
good young bulls, and bulls that will look 
well in any show. 


Summer yearlings were topped by Evas- 
cus of Wilmae with Eileenmere 292d in 
second and Epponian 5th of Broadview in 
third, and Evolution of Cremona in fourth. 


Bull calves offered Judge Van Natta his 
toughest assignment for in the dozen were 
several good ones, two exceptionally nice 
calves, Revolution H. 18th and Epponian 6th 
of Broadview. Revolution H. 13th showed 
by J. Garrett Tolan finally commanded the 
top position, and right on his heels was 
Epponian 6th of Broadview. When they 
meet again, if they do, the winner must be 
every bit as good to defeat the second prize 
bull, for they were close. So close that we 
understand J. Garrett Tolan was much in- 
terested in a “price on the calf”. He is al- 
ways interested in a price on an outstand- 
ing calf. And why not? In third place was 
another grand calf, Revolution of Cremona 
2d, a bit younger but with plenty of style 
and good type and a calf that might be

Broadview, Brandy Rock, Winton Share Greenbrier Honors

One of the nicest little fairs at which we 
have ever been present is the Greenbrier 
Valley Fair at Lewisburg, West Virginia. 
It is located in the finest section of the 
state, from the standpoint of natural beauty 
and we think offers much to Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders in the way of breed promotion 
and sales possibilities. For West Virginia 
is a natural cattle section and more Aber- 
deen-Angus herds should and likely will be 
located there in the next few years. It was 
stated to me that but a few years back, no 
blacks were exhibited at the fair. This 
years’ exposition as far as beef cattle were 
concerned was dominated by Aberdeen-An- 
gus as to numbers and we hope as to qual- 
ity. 

Six eastern breeders exhibited at Lewis- 
burg, Colonel H. B. Moore, of Lewisburg, 
West Virginia; Monocacy Farms, of Fred- 
erick, Maryland; and Broadview; Brandy 
Rock; Red Gate; and Winton of Warrenton, 
Brandy, Millwood and Amherst, Virginia, 
respectively. Some seventy head were 
showed and we think a good bit of breed 
promotion was accomplished. Secretary W. 
H. Tomhave was present and stated to me 
that it was an exceptionally nice show, that 
the tops were the equals of most of the 
major shows and that a few head would be 
most worthy competition even at the Inter- 
national. 


The older classes of bulls offered no com- 
petition and Prince Excellent of Don Head 


and Eric of Broadview won each class, those 
being the three year old and two year old 
classes for bulls. 


Competition was found in the senior year- 
lings, which was headed by Wintonier 2d, 
Colonel James B. Dillard’s best son to date 
of Enfileen’s Bandolier 2d. This bull looked 
very good to us, as he had plenty of class, 
grand type and quality and the flash that 
makes for a good bull. Epic of Broadview, 
by Epponian 8th of Rosemere was second 
with Brandy Rock Anoka 3d in the third 
place and Wintonier 3d another son of En- 
fileen’s Bandolier 2d in fourth.

With the popularity of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle forging ahead by leaps and bounds in 
the great state of Michigan, the 1940 Mich- 
igan State Fair, held at Detroit, August 
30th to September 8th, gave an additional 
impetus that should and undoubtedly will 
carry the breed still further and still more 
favorably to the minds of the throngs of 
visitors, and especially so with those who 
are farm and beef cattle minded. The show 
was strictly a Michigan breeders affair and 
the showing was in keeping with the 
endeavors these men are putting forth 
for the improvement of the breed in 
that splendid grass growing country 
so well adapted to the production of 
high class beef cattle. 

The steer show at Detroit is always 
one of the most interesting and valu- 
able displays from the standpoint of 
breed promotion. Again, an Aberdeen- 
Angus bullock was made grand cham- 
pion over all comers. This time it was 
the Hendren Brothers Grand River 
Stock Farm that fitted and showed 
the grand champion. He was a well 
bred youngster, having been sired by 
Beau Burgess 473976 a Scripps bred 
Miss Burgess bull sired by the famous 
Wildwood sire Bandolier of Anoka; a 
product of the Edwards Brothers herd 
at Watford, Ontario; and used so suc- 
cessfully in the Wildwood herd. The 
dam, Donna of Maple Grove 516280, 
was sired by Beau Burgess 473976, 
and she is a member of the George L. 
Perry & Son herd at Croswell, Mich- 
igan, from whom the grand cham- 
pion steer was purchased at the 


Michigan State College Farmers 
Week celebration early in February. 
Dr. O. S. Hendren says: “He _ looked 


like a good prospect, so we decided to finish 
him.” He was a junior yearling, weighing 
970 pounds at the time of the sale following 
the showing at the Michigan State Fair and 
sold to the Wigley Groceries, at Detroit, for 
fifty cents per pound. 

The breeding show was filled with qual- 
ity, and should be for nothing but the very 
best bulls obtainable are being used in the 
Michigan herds.

All in all it was a snappy 
show that made a lot of good friends for 
the breed.

Again the 1940 Indiana State Fair, held 
at Indianapolis, August 30th to September 
6th, played to a full house, with exceeding 
great interest displayed in the Aberdeen- 
Angus allies containing the breeding cattle 
as well as the junior feeding contest en- 
tries. As usual the show opened with the 
juniors displaying their calves before Judge 
McCann, and again the young folks of Indi- 
ana defended the grand championship in 
their division with an Aberdeen-Angus calf, 
Sir Echo, fitted and shown by six- 
teen year old Francis June Wilbur, 
of Veedersburg, Indiana. Winning 
the grand championship at Indian- 
apolis has become a habit with 
Miss Wilbur, who accomplished 
that feat last year with Hoosier 
Boy 2d, who sold in the club auc- 
tion at $1.75 per pound. Her this 
year’s grand champion Sir Echo 
was purchased from the Gary 
Smith herd at Tipton. His ration 
consisted of ground corn, oats, and 
a mixture of lind seed, cotton seed 
and soy bean meal. Miss Francis 
is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Everett Wilbur who own and oper- 
ate a three hundred acre farm. In- 


terested in many phases of farm ™ <4 


life including the pure bred busi- 
ness, this young lady is already 
well on the road to establishing a 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus herd of 
her own, developed from a pure 
bred heifer which she purchased a few years 
ago. Her feeding project this year consist- 
ed of three Aberdeen-Angus calves. 


In the open steer section Stanley R. 
Pierce & Sons, of Creston, Illinois, defended 
the Aberdeen-Angus banner by presenting 
for the grand championship over all breeds, 
their good youngster, a son of Master Bell 
Boy, now in service in the Lofgren-McGreg- 
or herd at Ada, Minnesota. It was a close 
race between this light weight steer and the 
junior grand champion for top final honors 
in the show. The Pierce calf is short 
coupled, close to the ground and a wonder- 
ful handler. This calf will be carried on to 
many other shows, no doubt winding up at 
the International. 

A dozen herds vied in the breeding sec- 
tion, coming from Kansas, Illinois, Iowa, 
Tennessee, North Dakota and Indiana. The 
bull show was of high quality all the way 
through, several of the herds had been in 
competition before this season. Hollinger 
showed the only aged bull when he led out 
Revemere of Wheatland 19th for the blue. 
He won again in the two year old class, a 
strong one, when the judge selected Re- 
peater of Wheatland 9th as the blue ribbon 
entrant. Brown brought his Illinois and 
Iowa grand champion bull, Envious Black- 
cap B. 10th, to the head of the senior year- 
ling class and took him along to the senior 
and grand championship positions. 

Ames Plantation headed a very strong 
class of senior yearlings when they led 
Ames Plantation Brown Boy to the top and 
succeeded in carrying him through to the 
junior championship. They repeated in the 
junior yearling division when they led Ames 
Plantation Edapal to the top to give this 
firm a majority in the junior championship 
competition that was to follow. Stanley R. 
Pierce & Sons, won the senior calf class 
with Woodlawn 43d. This junior bull sec- 
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tion was well filled with youngsters that 
give a lot of promise for next year and the 
next. They were nicely turned, smooth, alert 
youngsters, built on short legs and showing 
fine heads and lots of quality throughout. 
The cow show was excellent from end to 
end, splendidly headed, keen eyed, matrons 
and matrons to be, smooth, well finished and 
presented in an attractive manner. The first 
class of aged cows fell to the French Broad 
entry Ettar 4th, a beautiful cow of right

proportions and well representing the Ten- 
nessee herd. Brown headed the two year 
old class, which was a strong one, with Elba 
B. 15th with the Hollinger entry Chimera 
of Wheatland 9th right on her heels (this 
is the cow that will be delivered to Oak 
Ridge Stock Farms, belonging to the Ep- 
ples, at Columbia, Missouri, following the 
International). A wonderful class of senior 
yearlings paraded and Brown again topped, 
this time with Erica Energice 2d. The two 
year old, a very smooth, lowset young cow, 
Elba B. 15th brought the senior and grand 
championship honors to the Brown herd, 
thus laying both purple rosettes in Elliott’s 
lap for the 1940 Indiana State Fair. 

Brown was mean again in the junior di- 
vision, winning both the junior and the sum- 
mer yearling class, and both were tough, 
with Erianna B. 6th and Eone of Rose Hill 
6th respectively, the former good enough 
to be made junior championship in the fe- 
male section. Pierce placed Pride 27th of 
Woodlawn at the head of a long, and most 
excellent string of senior calves.

An air mail letter from Otto V. Battles 
under date of Buenos Aires, August 15th 
arrived just a week later at the Journal 
office and says in part: “I have been so 
very busy since our arrival in this delightful 
country two weeks ago that I have not had 
an opportunity to write you until now, and 
this letter must be brief. We have travel- 
ed much about the country and have seen 
some beautiful estancios and 


International Show. ‘Specially remarkable 
about your Aberdeen-Angus are their good 
heads and well-placed tailheads. The grand 
champion is one of the best bulls I have 
ever seen; with grand head, splendid width, 
well-covered frame, exceptional girth round 
the heart, and is full of a sire’s quality.’ 
“The American expert, who has succeeded 
in the difficult task of pleasing even the 
losers right through the two days, 
remarked on the steady increase 


some very wonderful cattle. But 
it would be utterly impossible in 
this letter to give you a proper 
idea of my impressions which I 
will say now have been extreme- 
ly favorable. I shall have to 
postpone this for the time being 
with the assurance that a little 
later I shall give you and my 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal read- 
ing friends a good account of 
my experiences in the Argen- 
tine. 

“Never have I encountered 
such hospitable people. Our 
treatment here has been such as might ke 
accorded a king. But more about this later. 

“Yesterday I finished the judging at the 
great International show at Palermo Park, 
the most beautiful show grounds in the 
world, I imagine. I know the most beauti- 
ful that I have ever seen. And such cattle! 
We have nothing better in North America. 
In fact I believe some of their tops excel 
our best ones. This is true in both the 
breeding herds and in the show herds. It is, 
of course, well known that for a great many 
years Argentine breeders have brought into 
their country the very cream of the herds 
of Great Britain. The fusion of this best 
imported blood with that of the earlier days 
of the breed here, together with what seems 
to be an ideal climatic and soil condition 
has produced an animal which in my opinion 
is an improvement of the Scotch and the 
English cattle. At least they seem to me 
to be better suited to the conditions of both 
North and South America. As we have 
two more weeks here I expect to learn 
much more, all of which I hope to pass on 
to my Aberdeen-Angus Journal friends.— 
Otto V. Battles.” 


The Show at Palermo. 

The letter also enclosed a clipping from 
“The Standard” of August 15th together 
with an illustration of the champion bull of 
the show. The bull is a close coupled, thick 
made, straight topped, deep full quartered 
individual, with short neck and a beautiful 
head set tight down into the shoulders. His 
legs are short and well set. 

This is after all a great little old world 
in which we live. While sitting at break- 
fast at Springfield, Illinois, Monday morn- 
ing, August 19th, in company with Dr. Car- 
los Guerrero, of Buenos Aires, and Secre- 
tary Tomhave, the former suddenly an- 
nounced: “Oh, I have good news from the 
Palermo, Mr. Battles has made our Aber- 
deen-Angus bull grand champion of that 
great show.” 

The clipping from The Standard reads: 
“«T have visited many shows, in the States, 
England, and Canada, but I have never seen 
a better display of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
than here;’ was the first statement made 
by Mr. Otto V. Battles on the termination 
of his two days of judging blacks at the 
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Judge Otto V. Battles 


noted in the numbers of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle breeders in the Unit- 
ed States, specially in the Corn 
Belt and East, and expressed the 
opinion that in another ten years 
this breed will equal in numbers 
the much older established Short- 
horns. 

“After classifying the few Aber- 
deen-Angus female classes, yester- 
day afternoon, the popular Amer- 
ican judge commenced to award 
the championships and _= special 
awards for this breed. A _ large 
crowd turned out in spite of the unfavour- 
able weather conditions, filling the ringside 
to an extent seldom seen before. The female 
classes produced several very fine animals, 
and Nemesio de Olariaga won the cham- 
pionship ‘hands down’ with a great daughter 
of the imported sire Exception of Peebles. 
This heifer was quite outstanding, being of 
exceptional quality and of great breed char- 
acter.
